dio)—Now it can be told. When 
the groundwork was being laid for 
“the first trial in history of crimes 
against the peace of the world,” 
the United States chief prosecutor 
Justice Robert H, Jackson, pro- 
tested strongly against the indict- 
ment of Hans Fritzsche, 
von Schirach and Julius Streicher. 
It is the supreme scandal of 
the Nuernberg trial that Jack- 
son was overruled by his col- 
leagues when he propoged to ex- 
clude these three lightweight of- 


fenders and _ substitute three 

from a list of great Nazi war 

industrialists, which he submit- 
ted, including high officers of 

G. Farben. 

The power of the internation- 
al makers of munitions of the 
super - government of “mer- 
chants of death” was: still strong 
enough to prevent a_ single 
member of their gang from be- 
ing placed on his defense at the 

global assize. 

‘The. indictment of Gustav 
Krupp von Bohlen und Halbach 
was permitted only because it 
was known he would never be 
able to stand trial on account of 
ili health. Jackson's proposal of 
months ago that Alfred Krupp 
should be charged jointly with 
his father was turned down. 
Fritzsche and Schirach were re- 

garded as small-time operators un- 
worthy of a place in such a big- 
shot drama. So far as is known, 
Streicher, most infamous of the 21 
defendants, confined himself to 
spiritual villainies and was timid 
or prudent enough never to ‘have 
lifted an actual hand against an- 
other. 

It is true that Schirach as fuehrer 
of the Hitler Youth had a con- 
siderable part in perverting the 
hearts and minds of a whole gen- 
eration of Germans, but that is a 
psychological felony-—-a thing be- 
yond the purview of the average 
jurist. In palp ble performance 
he has been shown mostly as 
stalking about in uniform and/§ 
leading hosts of worshipful chil- 
dren in heils to Hitler. 

(In'a dispatch on Dec. 5 Stokes | 
reported that Jackson reputedly 
held this view of the three lesser 
Nazis, but this is the first revela- 
tion that Jackson presented his 
views to his Allied compatriots.) 

Vain Hunt for Evidence. 

It is admitted that Streicher can 
be reached only with a charge 
that he incited war crimes. Hun- 
dreds of Allied agents have scoured 
Franconia in vain to find one 
person who can be proved to have 
been inspired by the gauleiter’s 
eloquence to beat up a single Jew. 

The worst positive evidence thus 
far adduced against the editor of

INDONESIAN FORCE MAY JOIN 
IN FIGHT ON EXTREMISTS 


BATAVIA, Dec, 15 (AP)—Forces 
of the Indonesian People's Peace 
Army (TKR) may be used against 
their nationalist compatriots, the 
British indicated today. 

Amid ominous reports of na- 
tionalist activity in western Java.

(AP) — Lt. Gen. James Doolittle 
told 54 of his flyers on the first 
Tokyo raid tonight that 13 of the 
original 80 had lost their lives in 
later action. 

Gathered for the first time since 
they took off in 16 B-25s from the 
carrier* Hornet on April 18,, 1942, 
the general led his men in a silent 
tribute at a banquet “to our gal- 
lant comrades who have gone be- 
yond.” 

Doolittle told his “boys” that six 
had died as a‘result of the Tokyo 
bombing and 13 had later been 
killed in action, leaving 61 still 
alive. Seven were unable to at- 
tend the banquet. They are still 
overseas. : 

Doolittle pinned the  Distin- 
guished Flying Cross on Capt.

FBI SAYS MAN ADMITS 
AILLING KIDNAPED GIRL 


Ex-Convict Said to Have 
Thrown Body Off Cliff Into 
Ocean in California. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 15 
(AP)—The Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation announced today that 
Thomas Henry McMonigle, whom 
it identified as a former convict, 
had confessed kidnaping 
shooting to death Thora Cham- 


berlain, San Jose high school girl 
who disappeared Nov. 2. 

Federal officers turned Mce- 
Monigle over to state authorities. 
No formal charge has been filed 
against him. District Attorney 
Leonard Avilla of San Jose said 
he probably would file a murder 
charge. 

Sheriff William J. Emig of 
Santa Clara county took custody 
of McMonigle and removed him 
to San Quentin state prison, 

Thora’s body was thrown down 
a 350-foot cliff known as Devil's 
Slide into the ocean, a few miles 
south of San Francisco, the fed- 
eral agents said. The body has 
not been found. The agents re- 
fused to say whether McMonigle 
had admitted a motive in the kid- 
naping.

PILOTLESS PLANES 
DEMONSTRATION AT 
SCOTT FIELD TODAY 


Exhibition Flights to Be Open 
to Public—Last of Open- 
House Air Shows. 


Pilotless planes, controlled by 
radio, will demonstrate their pos- 
sibilities in test flights at Scott 
Field at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
The demonstration, open to 
public, will the last of three 
open-house air shows sponsored 
by Col. Neal Creighton, command- 
ing officer of the field. 
Operation of tie pilotless craft 
was one of the war's closely 
guarded secrets. The planes, 
powered by gasoline motors, are 
launched from a catapult, taking 
off at a speed of 40 miles an 
hour, and maneuvering at alti- 
tudes from 50.to 1600 feet. They 
are controlled by ground radio op- 
erators. 

Popularly called robot planes, 
these devices are, in Army nomen- 
clature, OQ-3s. They were used 
as targets for the flexible gunnery 
school for B-29 crews at Smoky 
Hill Army Air Base, Salina, Kan. 
Other attractions of this after- 
noon’s air show will be a return

413,000 RISE IN INDUSTRIAL 
EMPLOYMENT IN NOVEMBER 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP)— 
Total employment in the United 
States, exclusive of agriculture 
workers, increased 413,000 last 
month to a total of 35,620,000, the 
Labor Department reported today. 

All major industries, excluding 
the government itself, reported 
employment gains. In trade eés- 
tablishments alone, reflecting pre- 
Christmas preparations, 226,000 
workers were added to the pay- 
rolls. The number of government 
employes dropped 134,000—chiefly 
because of dismissals in the War 
and Navy departments. 


Despite layoff of 90,000 employes 
in aircraft and ship building, the 
total of actual production workers 


Leonard T. Gerow, the day’s wit- 
ness, an expression of opinion 
earlier that any military officer 
who deliberately disclosed the 
secret in wartime would deserve 
the death penalty.

He said early in the 
hearings that he was informed 
the ship’s crew had seen the Japa- 
nese force. He demanded that the 
Boise’s log be produced. 

Gerhard Gesell, chief assistant 
counsel, announcing he had the 
log, read it into the record. It 
recorded that in late evening of 
Nov. 27, 1941, while convoying 
merchant ships to the Philippines, 
the Boise sighted a darkened ship 
and challenged it. No reply was 
received. On the following night, 
Nov. 28, a darkened ship again 
was seen which apparently was a 
Japanese cruiser of the Atago 
type. 

In an accompanying statement, 
the Navy said that no cruiser of 
the Atago type took part in the 
Pearl Harbor raid and that from 
“available information” the = clos- 
est the Boise ever was to the raid- 
ing force was 1400 miles. 

Gesell also produced a group of

asked for, including a message the 
Jate President Roosevelt sent 
Prime Minister Churchill on Aug. 
18, 1941. 


This was the 
Roosevelt's return from the At- 
lantic conference where he and 
Churchill had agreed to take 
“parallel action” in warning Japan 
against further aggression. 

It had been developed that as 
a basis for discussion Churchill 
had a memorandum which said 
any further Japanese aggression 
would compel the United States 
“to take counter measures even 
though these might lead to war 
between the United States and 
Japan.” 

Sumner Welles, undersecretary 
of state, testified a “watered 
down” warnipg was given Japan's 
ambassador@on Aug. 17. 

Telling of his meeting with the 
Japanese ambassador, Roosevelt 
informed Churchill: 

“T made to nim a statement cov- 
ering the position of this govern- 
ment with respect to the taking by 
Japan of further steps in the di- 
rection of military domination by 
force along the lines of the pro- 
posed statement such as you and 
I had discussed. The statement I 
made to him was no less vigorous 
than and was substantially similar 
to the statement we had _  dis- 
cussed.” 

In his final day in the witness 
chair, Gen. Gerow was* questioned 
for one hour and 50 minf&tes. S&- 
ator Ferguson, (Rep.), Michigan, 
questioned for one hour and seven 
minutes, 

Each holding a copy of Army 
regulations, Gen. Gerow and Fer- 
guson went over them in question 
and answer, developing that the 
manual said orders should be 
“precise” and that they should 
“promote clarity.” 

They agreed, in Ferguson’s lan- 
guage, that there is “a burden on, 
the one who sends the order to 
make sure that it is understood.” 

But Gen. Gerow disagreed that 
a Nov. 27 warning sent to Lt. Gen. 
Walter C. Short, commander at 
Hawaii, was a “do-don't order.”

| Thomas's Letter. 

Thomas pointed out in his let- 
iter that General Motors had re- 
fused to discuss profits in bar- 
|gaining with the union. He said 
ihe was confident the present 
i!management of General Motors 
|‘does not at all reflect the think- 
ing of the vast majority of the 
owners of the corporation.” 
| “And above all, we are certain 
‘that it by no means reflects the 
lattitude and opinion of the Brit- 
ish Labor government, a substan- 
ltial owner of General Motors 
shares,” he said. 
| “For that reason and because 
a statement by the Labor govern- 
‘ment of Great Britain would be a 
| welcome demonstration of the 
| solidarity that binds together the 
working people of all nations, we 
‘are hopeful that you will be dble 
to make known to the manage- 
‘ment of General Motors Corp. 
‘your belief that profits are in- 
deed the concern of the workers 
and the owners of any company.” 

Fact-Finding Hearing. 

Thomas's letter to Attlee, a 700- 
word document, came as General 
Motors and the union were pre- 
paring for appearances next week 
before President Truman’s fact- 
finding board which is to inquire 
into the dispute. 

Several representatives of both 
General Motors and the UAW will 
appear at the Washington hear- 
ing. The .union’s strike over its 
demand for .a 30 per cent wage 
increase within General Motors’ 
present price structure has made 
nearly 200,000 workers idle. 

UAW wage negotiations with 
both General Motors and the Ford 


day. 

It was felt that the General 
Motors meeting might not be im- 
mediately productive, but reports 
persisted today that Ford would 
offer the union a wage proposal 
despite the comp ny’s demand for 
full “employe productivity” be- 
fore wage discussions. Ford has 
reported prod action of only 20,000: 
automobiles since reconversion 
compared to what it said was an 
estimate a few months ago that 
i would produce 80,000 cars by 
this time.

| Thomas called Attlee’s attention 
‘to the recent London Trade Union 
conference’s expression of policy 
in behalf of the working man’s 
economic security. 


“It is to guarantee this right 
to the workers of the United 
States that we are now fighting,” 
Thomas wrote. “I am sure you 
will agree with me that upon the 
outcome of this struggle will, in 
no small measure, depend the wel- 
fare and livelihood of workers 
throughout the world.” 


UAW Membership Drops. 


George F.. Addes, secretary-treas- 
urer of the UAW, said in his an- 
nual report on the state of the 
union that while “President Tru- 
man has given his support” to 


cratic party as a whole’‘has been 
very apathetic.” He said “reac- 
tionary Democrats from the south- 
ern states have gained the upper 
hand in the councils of the party.” 


He predicted that unless either 
fhe Democrats or Republicans 
“adopt and follow through on a 
liberal platform . organized 
labor will join hands with other 
groups in the formation on a na- 
tional basis of a third party.” 


The report showed membership 
of the UAW has dropped from a 
March 1945 peak of 1,240,000 to a 
dues-paying level of 600,000.. The 
report covered the period June l, 
1944, to May 31, 1945. 

The report put the union’s net 
worth at $2,689,353.75, a slight in- 
crease in the iast six months of 
the fiscal year. Despite this, the 
report stated that the union was 


deficit because of the reduced 
membership, and Addes urged that 
the dues be increased from $1 to 
$1.50 per month. 

A letter to local unions last week 
asked for contributions, and Addes 
said that already $240,000 had been 
contributed.

Baseball Teaching Job. 


OGERS HORNSBY, one of 
R the greatest hitters /haseball 

evér knew, is enthusiastic 
about his new all-year job of 
teaching young boys to play hard 
ball. The Rajah’s activities are 
sponsored by the Chicago Daily 
News, the Chicago public parks 
and playground instructors are 
the nucleus of the Hornsby fac- 
ulty, and the only objective is to 
get more boys to play with a 
real hard baseball, 

“We're not interested in this 
humpty-dumpty softball,” Horns- 
by explained during a baseball 
meeting fanning bee. “Softball 
ruins a boy’s arm. That’s the big- 
gest weakness you oan find 
among the youngsters. They can 
field all right, but when they go 
to throw, they push the ball. 
That’s from throwing that big 
mush indoor bal] or softball or 
whatever you want to call it.” 

Incidentally, but we won't go 
into that, you might have en- 
joyed hearing exactly . what 
Hornsby did call it. 


“When you throw a softball it 
does something to your arm 
muscles,” Hornsby continued. 
“You don’t follow through. When 
you throw a hard ball you whip 
it across the field.. But you push 
the softbalil. And there's a dif- 
ference in hitting, too. You 
swing a bat at a hard ball, but 
the kids who have been playing 
softball just meet the ball, with- 
out any follow through.”

, A Veteran’s Housing Plight 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Two months ago today, I was dis- 
charged from the Navy. I returned im- 
mediately to Overland, my home com- 
munity, thinking that there would be 
more opportunities for a well-intentioned 
veteran in his home community. 

At the time I was called to service, 
we had a home with a lease option to 
buy. Being in service, it was impossible 
for me to obtain the necessary funds to 
exercise the option, Therefore we were 
forced to give up our home and store 
all our furniture. A few months later, 
the same house was resold for nearly 
$1000 more money. 

Since I have returned to civilian life, 
I find it impossible to obtain any kind 
of home. I have walked miles, search- 
ing for a place to live with my family. 
I got the old runaround and al] the con- 
‘fusion and disappointment that go with 
it. I have nearly exhausted our funds, 
and still I do not have a place to live. 
‘I have talked to many real estate 
agents. Most of them are not interested 
in selling to a veteran at 4 per cent in- 
terest. I have found many vacant homes, 
but was unable to rent a single one be- 
cause they are for sale only. Most of 
the houses for sale have such inflated 
prices on them that the GI will turn 
thumbs down on the deal. 

I took a job last week, but I find it 
impossible to perform my duties with 
this housing situation staring me con- 
gtantly in the face. When one has a 
wife and small child stranded, it’s im- 
possible to perform with any efficiency. 
So I'll probably be out of work goon. 

I wonder what will become of my 
family and those of other fellows who 
find their home communities in such 
conditions as 1 find mine.

Peacetime Challenge of Atomic Energy 


The ways of science are quiet ways, and its 
monumental discoveries usually come unobtru- 
sively to the eyes of men. 

There was little sense of drama among the 
group who saw James Watt’s first steam engine 
pumping black water from a mine pit on a bleak 
English hillside in 1765, nor among the few who 
heard the unsteady hum of Faraday’s dynamo in 
his laboratory in 1831. . The telegraph was in- 
troduced in 1844 with an eloquent sentence, 
“What hath God wrought,” but the first tele- 
phone message was Alexander Graham Bell’s 
smple instruction to an assistant in another 
room: “Mr. Watson, come here; I want you.” 

It was quite otherwise with the discovery of 
atomic fission. That burst upon the world with 
the most cataclysmic demonstration of searing, 
pulverizing, annihilating force ever released by 
man. It is undoubtedly because of that prodi- 
gious impact, the bearer of wholesale death in 
horrifying form and the virtual finishing blow 
in a global war, that this discovery has been as- 
sociated almost entirely with its destructive pos- 
sibilities, very little with its-prospects for benef- 
icence to mankind. 


Vast Source of Energy 


Those prospects are less dramatic than the 
awesome pictures of catastrophe to civilization 
from the atomic. bomb which the scientists have 
painted, and of which the world had a glimpse 
at Hiroshima and Nagasaki. They must never- 
theless be considered as man’s intelligence is 
bent to planning toward control of this new and 
mighty force. 

Here is an untapped and seemingly illimitable 
source of energy whose possible uses send the 
imagination reeling. It may be generations or 
centuries before some of the more fantastic pos- 
sibilities of atomic disintegration can be attained, 
such as Sir James Jeans’s estimate that a drop 
of water could supply 200 horsepower for a year, 
or the prospect, cited by Waldemar Kaempffert 
in the New York Times, that “a handful of clay 
will produce far more power than a million tons 
of coal.” Those are scientific dreams for the fu- 
ture’s realization, but there are possibilities not 
so far ahead with revolutionary impact in store 
for our own times. 

Atomic heat is already being produced at the 
Hanford plant in Washington State. Dr. Arthur 
H. Compton sees the possibility that city power 
plants will find it feasible to use uranium’s 
atomic heat instead of coal within 10 years. In 
a symposium a few days ago, nine atomic sci- 
entists made estimates ranging from three to 20 
years as the time within which atomic power 
could compete with coal at $15 a ton. 

One present handicap is the fact that protec- 
tive shields equivalent in weight to two or three 
feet of solid steel are required to prevent es- 
cape of dangerodus radiations from atomic power 
plants. This means that they can be used only 


‘in stationary form or on large steamships, per- 


haps on locomotives, 


Science Is Still at Work 


There are other handicaps to be overcome, but 
it would be rash to predict that science, after 


“solving the riddle of the atom, cannot overcome 


them. Uranium is rare and costly, yet other ele- 
ments will ultimately be found capable of fission, 
and the possibilities of hydrogen, “cheapest sub- 
stance on earth,” are already being investigated. 
Since the atomic bomb, despite its terrific ex- 
plosive properties, uses only one-tenth of 1 per 
cent of the energy released from uranium, the 
prospects from development of greater efficien- 
ey are staggering. 

The entering wedge was driven with perfec- 
tion of the bomb, and science never rests. Hence 
the predictions of power and heat of now un- 
imagined cheapness, making possible the heating 
and lighting of cities at low cost, vast irrigation 
projects to make the deserts bloom, large-scale 
indoor agriculture, swift new forms of transpor- 
tation, a literal revolution in all the forms of in- 
dustry. 


There are hopes, too, for great advances in 
science, particularly in medicine. Ordinarily 
conservative research workers. already are pre- 
dicting unprecedented progress through atomic 


discoveries in tracking down the causes of can- _ 


cer and perfecting means for its prevention and 
treatment. Other branches of medicine, notably 
the field of metabolism, are likewise counting 
on a new stimulus to their research. 

All these possibilities bring mankind up against 
a hugely magnified version of the problems posed 
by the Machine Age, problems which had been 
most inadequately met even before the fractur- 
ing of the atom opened up new and unknown 
vistas. 


Problem of Jobs for All 


Mass production brought a lowering of manu- 
facturing costs that made possible the widespread 
acquisition of comforts and conveniences, but it 
also brought mass unemployment. So we had 
the paradox of want in the midst of plenty, the 
spectacle of unemployed pick-and-shovel men 
idly watching the giant mechanical excavator that 
had taken over their jobs. How can work for all 
be provided in the coming day of stepped-up 
labor-saving devices and vastly cheaper power? 

The first fruits of the Industrial Revolution 
went to the owners of the machines while the 
workers lived miserable lives. Small children, 
it was found, could tend the new power looms 
satisfactorily, and they were hired for shifts of 
12 to 15 hours a day, housed in unheated sheds 
and paid up to 4 shillings a week. Workers’ 
wages were so low that, James Watt himself re- 
counted, they stole the grease from his engines 
to use for food. How can the greater Industrial 
Revolution now made possible be kept from 
becoming a windfall for monopolists, and chan- 
neled to providing benefits for all? 

There is a tremendous vested interest in the 
machines and processes that may become obso- 
lete if the potentialities of atomic power are 
realized. Shall these interests be permitted to 
obstruct its fullest adoption at the earliest pos- 
sible moment? Two billion dollars in tax funds 
were spent to bring about the epochal discovery, 
and the public is entitled to a voice in the deci- 
sions on policy. 

Will man’s new leisure be spent in graceful 
living, in recreation and cultural pursuits, or will 
the aécess of time on his hands lead to dissipa- 
tion and crime? 


Dilemma of Our Century 


Scientists and educators realize the social im- 
plications of the discovery, along with the tre- 
mendous new issues of security it involves. Dr. 
Paul F, Douglass, president of American Uni- 
versity in Washington, summarizes their- view 
of the alternatives ahead in the peacetime uses 
of atomic power: 


We either are going to live on an animal- 
istic plane, or we are going to have a flow- 
ering of civilization which is unparalleled 
and which will reflect itself in art, litera- 
ture, music and beauty.... 

It’s a question as to whether we're going 
to have enough inner ethical resources to 
keep character in society when we no longer 
have scarcity and drudgery and no longer 
have to struggle. 


These questionings and doubts reiterate the 
dilemma of the twentieth century: the failure of 
man’s social thinking to keep up with his sci- 
entific genius. It is this lamentable fact, no 
less than the civilization-wrecking potentialities 
of atomic power, that makes the utilization of 
the new force a challenge to the best intelli- 
gence humanity can develop. 

The destructive potentialities are in the spot-e 
light now, and properly so, for failure to con- 
trol them will make futile all discussion of how 
atomic energy can be best devoted to everyday 
living. Yet each success of the statesmen in 
bringing closer an agreement on the military 
aspect makes more urgent the solution of the 
peacetime phase of the problem. 

There is still time to solve the riddle, but the 
time for decision is growing shorter, 


A Pearl Harbor Boondoggle 


The resignation of Chief Counsel Mitchell and 
his legal staff from the Senate-House investiga- 
tion of the Pearl Harbor disaster can hardly be 
wondered at. The investigation fo date has been 
a rambling, bumbling affair without any con- 
siderable promise of ever arriving anywhere, not 
even at an adjournment. 

The two things the committee is supposed to 
do is to ascertain what person or persons in re- 
sponsible authority is culpable for the fact that 
our defenders at Pearl Harbor were caught asleep 
at their posts when they should have been at war 
alert, and to determine how a similar tragedy 
can be prevented in the future. 

These points very decidedly need to be pinned 
down. But the committee will never establish 
them unless its work receives direction, and so 
far it has been riding off in all directions at 
once.

Policy by Note 

Senator Fulbright, like many another person, 
seems to have been deceived in an important 
matter by the evidence of his hearing, On au- 
thority of so eminent a piano virtuoso as Pres- 
ident Truman, American foreign policy is being 
played no longer by ear. Mr. Truman says it is 
being played from music. 

Certainly it made music when Mr. Truman said 
the other day that we are trying to build up the 
strength of the United Nations Organization and 
build down the dominance of the Big Three. 
Here was the melodiousness of the Three Bs, 
the pleasant strains of a Mozart or Haydn or 
Schubert, even Stephen Foster or Jerome Kern. 

But it is not always thus. Our policy, in writ- 
ing or out, has been and is today a medley of 
diverse tunes. When our principal policy-musi- 
cian speaks of hoarding the atomic bomb, for 
example, or when we ask Soviet Russia to fore- 
go measures for her security that we demand for 
ourselves, or when we promote order in China 
by force, and democracy by abetting anti-democ- 
racy—then our policy takes on a more “modern” 
mode. On such occasions it has all the sweet- 
ness and tenderness of a Stravinsky, Hindemith 
or Schoenberg. 

In musfec, variety jf riches, and he who dis-

likes one mode can stay away from his radio or 
the concert hall. That resource of escape being 
not available when a nation lives jn a common 
world with other nations, Senator Fulbright or 
anyone else is still justified in demanding that 
our policy be constructed on one coherent array 
of themes, 
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A One-Stop Center at Last 


The runaround for veterans is about to end in 
St. Louis. Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, returned 
from his nine-day trip East, has accepted the 
leadership in establishing a one-stop community 
service center for veterans, in Kiel Auditorium. 
Detailed plans for this center were prepared by 
the Post-Dispatch. Establishment of the center, 
which will include all the major services needed 
by returning veterans, should follow in a matter 
of days. 

Delays while the agencies involved solve their 
administrative problems will not Jong be tol- 
erated at this point. St. Louis has had more than 
a year, since it first became apparent that uni- 
fication of the services would be: necessary, to 
work out these problems. 

As late as 20 days ago, a group of people in- 
terested in the problem of returning veterans 
sat around Mayor Kaufmann’s office and enum- 
erated reasons why a one-stop center for vet- 
erans “wasn’t practical.”” The Post-Dispatch con- 
ferred with the heads of all the agencies in- 
volved, then drew up its plan. This concrete 
step taken, cit” and civic leaders—who actually 
did want to a good job for the returning vet- 
erans all along®\—-found that a one-stop center 
was workable, after all. ¥ 

Now the paper\plan is to take on the flesh 
and blood of life. \That this should have been 
done earlier goes without saying. The proof of 
the pudding will be the functioning efficiency 
of the new center at Kiel Auditorium, and the 
speed with which it begins to function. Re- 
sponsibility for doing a great job for returning 
veterans in St. Louis rests with Mayor Kauf- 
mann and the Board of Aldermen, with the

Will Congress Clean House? 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


While need for modernizing Congress is urgent, statesmanship 
backed by public opinion will be necessary to put over reforms 
to be recommended by joint committee; the outstanding need is 
shakeup of ancient committee system; better staffing also needed.

Congress, described as a model T Ford 
truck trying to carry a 10-ton load, stands 
more than a sporting chance for thorough- 
going modernization under a program be- 
ing developed by members of the national 
legislature itself. 


The present Congress established a joint 
committee to study reorganization as the 
two houses themselves took to heart the 
rising tide of criticism, The joint commit- 
tee's report. seems likely to reflect the hard 
core of information collected at the exten- 
sive hearings rather than to reiterate the 
prejudices of committee members. 


What Congress will do with the recom- 
mendations is a question mark. Any over- 
all, thoroughgoing reorganization runs 
smack through the vested interests of many 
members of Congress: Statesmanship of 
a high order, plus the persuasive prod of 
public opinion, will be needed to estab- 
lish fundamental reorganization. 


An Obsolete Committee 


Before the Spanish-American War and 
our Panama Canal project, a Senate Com- 
mittee on Interoceanic Canals reflected a 
pressing public interest. This committee, 
which still exists with a staff of four clerks 
drawing salaries totaling $10,500 a year, 
reported just two of the 709 public general 
bills of the two-year-long Seventy-eighth 
Congress (1943-44). 


Statistics before the joint committee show 
that the maldistribution of the legislative 
work-load is widely prevalent among both 
houses. Twenty standing committees in the 
House reported 89 per cent of all public 
general bills during the Seventy-eighth Con- 
gress, while 25 other committees had only 
11 per cent. In the Senate, 19 standing com- 
mittees accounted for 94 per cent of all 
public bills reported, while the remaining 
14 committees submitted only 6 per cent. 


It is little wonder, then, that Represent- 
ative James W. Wadsworth, New York Re- 
publican, who has served in the Senate as 
well as the House, testified: 


“IT am convinced that this hodgepodge 
conglomeration of committees in the House 
as it now stands dooms an undue propor- 
tion of those men to service on commit- 
tees whose work does not attract their in- 
terest, for the simple reason that they 
haven't much work of any importance to 
do.” 


A Cause of Wasted Time 


The committee structure is of vital im- 
portance. Each committee is a miniature 
of the full House. Here the pleas are heard 
for or against legislation, here the bill is 
smoothed into shape. Representative Mon- 
roney asked one witness whether it is not 
correct that 90 per cent of the work of 
Congress is done in committees. While 
other committee members nodded agree- 
ment, the witness confirmed the statement. 


Multitudinous committee assignments 
fritter away the time of Congressmen and 
witnesses. In some cases, members have 
so many conflicting sessions scheduled for 
the same time morning after morning that 
they keep abreast of events in none of them. 
Researchers found that in the Congress 
concluded last year no Senator had fewer 
than five committee assignments. 


Consolidation and simplification of the 


congressional committee setup would save 
time of others than members of Congress, 
too, Directors of the executive departments 
and agencies frequently spend considerable 
time before committees. : 


WPB Chairman Donald M. Nelson spent 
approximately one-third of his time before 
congressional committees. Former Rubber 
Director William Jeffers gave in general 
the same testimony before five different 
committees within a 10-day period. 


Reduction of the number of committees 
also would eliminate the need for numer- 
ous special investigating committees. If the 
lines of responsibility were clearly marked, 
as suggested in the staff proposal, then new 
problems would not fall through the gap 
when interests overlap. 


Delayed for Decades 


What, then, is holding back the adop- 
tion of this reform? What has held it back 
for decades? 


The answer is simple. Any reduction in 
committees automatically cuts the number 
of committee chairmen. Men who now hold 
these positions, or those who are next in 
line, know they would lose the perquisites 
of chairmanship, such as naming the com- 
mittee staff and occasionally drafting their 
help to carry the load of personal corre- 
spondence. 


Since 1900, Federal governmental expen- 
ditures—as distinguished from war spend- 
ing —have increased more than 20 times, to 
more than f0 billion dollars annually. War- 
time expenditures approaching 100 billion 
dollars a year were authorized by the Sev- 
enty-eighth Congress. Yet the national leg- 
islature’s expenses have risen in all less 
than four times and now total] approximate 
ly $16,000,000 in appropriations for salaries, 
travel, office and committee staffs, and 
assistants attached either to the Library 
of Congress Legislative Reference Service 
or to Congress itself. 


Not Enough Bill Drafters 


Although a major function of Cengress 
is to draft, consider and pass laws, its 
legislative drafting service has only five 
attorneys for the entire House member- 
ship of 435. There are three lawyers-—two 
more are in the armed services on leave— 
for the Senate's 96 members, 


The staffing of committees is so bad 
that Lindsay C. Warren, Comptroller Gen- 
eral, could testify: 


“At present we have a situation where 
Congress annually appropriates billions to 
the executive branch, but treats itself so 
poorly that it has to go to the executive 
branch and beg, borrow or steal personnel 
to help run its business.” 


Unless Congress realizes the public really 
means business, it may pick and choose 
from the recommendations with patronage- 
hungry eyes. Only an integrated reorgani- 
zation, not a piecemeal attack, will mod- 
ernize our national legislature and free it 
for its tremendous tasks.

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Good Novel of Russians 


At Siege of Stalingrad 


“Days and Nights,"’ by Konstantine Simonov; Trans- 
lated by Joseph Barnes, (Simon & Schuster, New 
York.) 

Konstantine Simonov, popular young 
Russian author and war correspondent, has 
a universal slant that ignores most literary 
restrictions—even Soviet Censorship. His 
latest novel, a fictional report of a battalion 
during the Stalingrad siege, sharpens no 
axes. There is little propaganda; the 
coarseness of war is not spotlighted, nor is 
there a personal pean of hate against the 
Germans. 

“Days and Nights,” as a consequence, is 
at least a highly readable book. Its hero 
is the defender of Stalingrad, typified by 
the battalion commander, Capt. Saburov. 
He is an unassuming, broad-shouldered 
giant who, like most Red Army officers, 
won his rank for bravery and resourceful- 
ness. He also provides a pleasing but un- 
important love interest by marrying an 
army nurse.

This book gives a clear and deep picture 
of the Russians—better than those of many 
American experts on Russia, 

Saburov gives one clue to the heroic de- 
fense of Stalingrad when he remarks that 
the Russian soldier’s disdain of death made 
him a good night fighter, so that a few 
men by decisive action could rout a much 
larger but hesitant group. The military 
picture drawn by Simonov has many typ- 
ical touches—an informer to the Germans, 
a brave but bungling Colonel, plenty of 
red tape. His officers are authoritative, 
yet easy-going. 

The Russian people, in this novel, wor- 
ship heroes, both at the front and in the 
factory. Finding a place in the war ef- 
fort takes the place of religion. The reader 
is made to feel that a collective desire to 
rebuild devastated areas will be a bond 
holding Russians together. The general 
scene may be compared to the spontaneous 
striving of a frontier, with its equality for 
all to become unequal.

A significant passage, perhaps more so 
than an editorial from Pravda, may have 
slipped past the censors. Saburov’s com- 
manding officer, shortly after his promo- 
tion to General, philosopbizes: “It’s a hard 
rank, because to fight not so badly or even 
pretty well isn’t enough now. Now weve 
got to fight so that later on, for as long 
as possible, we won't have to fight at all. 

“T don’t believe in saying that this will 
be the last war in history. We said that 
in the last war, and-before then we said it 
often. After this war there will still be 
war, after 30 years, maybe 50. But it’s in 
our hands that it shouldn't come quiekly. 

._ . We don’t want to think there'll be an- 
other war, but we've got to. We've got to 
think it; then, maybe, there won't be one.” 

Joseph Barnes’s translation is fluent. 
“Days and Nights” principally lacks the re- 
flective quality of a Stephen Crane to be- 
come a war classic like “The Red Badge 


of Courage.”

‘fashioned commissar of his revo- 
lutionary privilege of vetoing at- 
tacks that seemed politically un- 
‘wise. At the same time, they have 
left the commissar little leisure 
for protest, for they have given 
him duties like those required in 
‘the American army of adjutants, 
chaplains and special service offi- 
cers, 

In Red China’s army, the hard- 
handed farmer’s commissar exists 
only on regimental level and 
above. He, as a political adviser, 
keeps his head out of military con- 
ference, but he has powers equal 
to a commander’s, in his own field. 


‘Keeps Peasants’ Good Will. 


_ Instead of hashing ever whether 
‘each new move is expedient politi- 
cally, the commissar must oversee 
the troops in their dealings with 
local inhabitants, jnsuring, as the 
marching song says, that “not 
even a needle and thread is taken 
‘from the people.” 


_ He must also handle his regi- 
ment’s separate relations with the 
government. He is responsible for 
the political advancement of the 
troops and the fight against illit- 
eracy, and also guides their recre- 
jation. 

| Finally, the commissar is 
‘sponsible for production on the 
regimental farm. These farms are 
all-important in the agronomic 
military life planned by China’s 

Communists. From them come 
grains, which the soldiers care- 
fully store in “salvation ware- 
houses” along their lines of com- 
munication and retreat. Instead 
of raiding villages, they use their 
own food, amplified with prear- 
ranged contributions by the vil- 
lages. Thus, the army keeps the 
peasants’ good will. 

A regiment may have three 
farms, one to each battalion of 
500 men. The commissar must be 
farm-manager and ward-heeler at 
‘the same time. He is always a 
Communist and is appointed by 
chief of the army political depart- 
ment, Wang Chia-hsiang. 


Army Set-Ups Differ. 


Quisling puppet divisions, on be- 
ing absorbed into Chiang Kai- 
Shek’s Nationalist army, are given 
a new number, but the present 
Communist ary is about the 
same in plan as during the war 
against the Japanese, though 
slightly bigger. 

Some contradictions exist that 
are difficult for the Western mind 
to square with the half-speed civil 
war now in progress. They are: 

1, Troops on both sides wear 
the same padded blue uniform 
with blue buttons and white-star 
emblem on the cap, Communist 
officers have no collar insignia, 
‘while Nationalists have tabs indi- 
cating rank. Except by age, the 
Communist general cannot be dis- 
tinguished from the private. 

2. While the Nationalists’ forces 
are Measured in armies’ with 
three divisions to each, the Com- 
'munists have only two numbered

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Says Many Are ‘Terrorized’—Immigra- 
tion Chief Denies Charges.

The committee, a group of Mberals which has headqfiarters in | 


New York, makes the point that 


the Italian Government has not 


agreed to accept even one of those deported, and charges the rights 


of individuals have been ignored, 


“repeating the dangerous mistakes 


made after the first World War in mass deportations accompanying 


the illegal Palmer raids.” 


Although the committee quotes 
Italian Ambassador Alberto Tar- 
chiani as “maintaining” that his 
|'Government has not been consult- 
ed in the matter, and is “helpless 
|in the face of the attitude of the 
‘United States government,” the 
Post-Dispatch learned that the 
-ambagsador is not concerned about 
the situation, has made no pro- 
tests or other representations to 
the State Department, and regards 
the question as one of internal 
American policy with which Italy 
should not interfere. 


Law Followed Strictly. 

Immigration Commissioner Ugo 
Carusi, himself a native of Italy, 
told the Post-Dispatch the depor- 
tations had been carried out strict- 
ly according to law, that any who 
objected to return to their native 
country had opportunity for hear- 
ings in which to present argu- 
ments, and that the Justice De- 
partment had given special con- 
sideration to “hardship” cases, in 
which deportation would involve 
the breaking up of families. 

The American Committee for 
Protection of .Foreign Born has 
been in existence for 14 years and 
now is headed by Stanley Nowak 
‘of Detroit, Michigan State Sena- 
‘tor and leader of the CIO Auto 
‘Workers Union, Among its spon- 
sors are Edith Abbott, dean emer- 
itus of the School of Social Serv- 
ice Administration at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago; the Right Rev. 
John M. Cooper, professor of an- 
thropology at the Catholic Univer- 
sity in Washington; Fannie Hurst, 
the novelist, and Edward G. Rob- 
inson, the moving picture actor. 
One of several vice chairmen is 
Representative Hugh De Lacy, 
of Seattle; Wash., whose foreign 
policy speech on the floor of the 
House was the occasion for the 
resignation of Maj. Gen. Patrick 
J. Hurley as ambassador to China. 

In its protest the committee said 
it was “shocked to learn of the 
undemocratic and un-American 
manner” in which deportations 
since the war, mostly to Italy, 
have been carried out. It said 
American families had been de- 
prived of fathers and husbands, 
and that members of the armed 
forces overseas would 
find that their fathers, brothers, 
or other close relatives had been 
deported “while they were away 
fighting against Fascism.” 

“Instead of sending adequate re- 
lief to the starving and poorly 
clothed people of Italy,” the com- 
mittee said, “the United States 
has sent 1500 deportees, and is 
planning to send several thousand 
more deportees, who have to be 
fed and clothed and housed in 
Italy. | 

“Instead of helping to strength- 
en the democratic government of 
‘Italy, the United States under- 
‘mines its status by ignoring its 
‘rights and sovereignty as a free 
‘nation, 

“Instead of helping to fight the 
black market and crime jn Italy, 
the United States has _ included 
among the 1500 deportees a few 
hundred individuals who were 
convicted in this country of crim- 
inal acts, and whose criminal ten- 
dencies will be encouraged by 
present unsettled conditions in 
Italy, 

“We are not certain, and we 
feel the Justice Department could 
not prove, that each of the 1500 
deportees were Italian subjects.

It presents three demands: 

“That the Justice Department 
respect the rights of deportees 
and their families and end the 
practice of dumping deportees in 
foreign ports. 

“That the Justice Department 
respect the rights of the Italian 
Government and discontinue its 
attitude of ignoring the sovereign- 
ty of the Italian Government. 

“That the Justice Department 
end its practice of mass deporta- 
tions of aliens, carefully review 
the individual cases, bring the 
facts up to date, and accord the 
alien and his family the relief 
provided by our laws.” 


Many Sought Deportation. 
Immigration Commissioner - Ca- 
rusi told the Post-Dispatch there 
had been deported since the end 
of the war the 1500 Italians re- 
ferred to in the protest of the 
American Committee for Protec- 
tion of the Foreign Born; about 
400 Germans, about 1500 Japanese, 
several hundred Greeks, and lesser 
numbers of various nationalities. 
Many of those deported—all of 


mans—had asked to be returned 
to their native land. There are 
outstanding deportation warrants 
against some 6000 European na- 
tionals still in this country. 

Discussing the 1500 Italians. 
Carusi said more than 1200 of 
them were Italian seamen _in- 
terned here at the outbreak of the 
war. They had, he said, rfo ties 
in this country. The other 300 or 
SO were either criminals or Ital- 
ians who had entered this country 
illegally, subject to deportation 
under our laws and under a treaty 
with Italy. 

“There has been’ no ‘dumping’ 
of deportees,” Carusi said. “There 
was an accumulation of them be- 
cause of the war. Some few may 
have been in this country so long 
that they have lost their associa- 
tions with Italy, and in a personal 
sense, they may feel that they 
have been ‘dumped.’” 

The Italian Government was not 
consulted about the deportations. 
he said, because that country is 
still under Allied Military Govern- 
ment. Clearance for the deporta- 
tions was obtained from the Allied 
Military Government through the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. When the 
next batch is shipped out, prob- 
ably sometime next month, Carusi 
intends to consult with the State 
Department to determine the 
agency through which clearance 
should be obtained. 


Situation Is Changed. 


In normal times, as before the 
war, deportation required a com-

As Carusi sees it, there 4s no 
question about repatriation of the 
interned seamen, who were in this 
country only because they hap- 
pened to be caught here at the 
outbreak of the war. As for the 
criminals, he asks, “Who do they 
think ought to keep them? They 
don’t belong to us and they 
haven’t any business here.” 

But deportation 
against some of the seamen, and 
against some of the criminals con- 
victed of lesser offenses, have 
been suspended for re-examina- 
tion, Carusi said. These are pos- 
sible “hardship” cases. Some of 
the seamen, paroled during the 
war, married here, and acquired 
families. Most, however, were in- 
terned in camps or assigned to 
work projects, and acquired no 
ties in America.

Deportation proceedings are an. 


administrative function of the De- 
partment of Justice, and these 
matters do not get into the courts 
except through writs of habeas 
corpus, which may be sought by 
anyone who thinks his deportation 
would be illegal. Attorney Gen- 
eral Tom C. Clark has set up 
special boards to hear appeals of 
aHens who object to deportation. 


Given Resort to Courts. 
“Every one of those deported,” 
Carusi said, “either has gone vol- 
untarily, or has gone through all 
the processes of hearings and ap- 
peals, and all have had the op-

He took up, specifically, one of 
the “hardship” cases cited by the 
American Committee for Protec- 
tion of the Foreign Born, that of 
John Milano. Milano entered the 
country illegally, and in 1936 mar 
ried an alien who subsequently 
became a naturalized citizen. They 
have a daughter. Milano has been 
employed regularly, registered for 
the draft, and has no criminal 
record. The committee says he 
was arrested at his place of work 
last October, and taken to Ellis 
island, although no previous warn- 
ing had been given to him. 

Carusi said Milano was arrested 
only because he had ignored four 
or five notices to appear, for a 
hearing, and that after the case 
was investigated at Ellis island 
Milano was paroled pending con- 
sideration of whether the deporta- 
tion proceedings should be dropped 
on the ground that his repatri- 
ation would work a hardship on 
his family.

RIMINALS big and little are

Crime is weaving no set pattern 
of activity, however, for misde- 
meanors and felonies vary in type 
and intensity from place to place, 
with automobile stealing and 
thievery the only threads of uni- 
formity. A few communities re- 
port lawbreaking on the down- 
grade. The problem of juvenile 
delinquency is spottier still. 

This is the general picture: 

Kansas City is in the midst of 
one of the biggest rises in crim- 
inal activity, with 34 killings this 
year through October, for the 
greatest number since the WPJS. 
Mayhem is up sharply and crim- 
inal attack cases are out of all 
proportion to police records going 
back to 1927. 

Syracuse, N. Y., had 57 per cent 
more robberies in the first ten 
months of 1945 than in the equiv- 
alent 1944 period. 

In Detroit, criminal attack and 
robbery went up 20 per cent from 
1944. 

Knoxville, Tenn., arrests are five 
to six times the prewar rate. 

Cleveland felonies went up 23.5 
per cent during the first six 
months of the year, auto thefts 
about 35 per cent. 

Texas state police records show 
@ 23.32 per cent increase in all 
types of crime for the same pe- 
riod. 

Los Angeles and San Francisco 
each have had a recent 25 per 
cent increase in robberies. 

69 Killings in 77 Days. 

New York City had 69 killings 
in 77 days ending Nov. 27, and a 

jgeneral rise in most types of 
crime was indicated. 

Some areas report specialized 
tendencies in increasing crime, 
such as rural murders in New 
Jersey; sex crimes in North Caro- 
lina; kidnaping in the Chatta- 
nooga (Tenn.) section; “nastier 
type” murders such as those in 
which victims are burned to 
death, in South Carolina; confi- 
dence games in Denver; forgery 
across Idaho; vandalism, “rolling” 
of service men and taxicab rob- 
beries in Louisville. There was 
an early fall wave of safe-cracking 
in Minneapolis. 

Police in some areas see no 
cause for alarm, viewing the trend 
either as part of a periodic cycle 
or simply proportional to popula- 
tion growth. These include San 
Francisco, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Milwaukee and Jackson, Miss. 
Chicago police release without 
comment figures showing a rise 
from 12,215 offenses in eight types 
of crime during the 1944 July- 
October period, to 13,843 during 
the same period this year. 

Cincinnati reports a downward 
trend in all crime (50 less major 
offenses through Nov. 27 com- 
pared with 1944), and Salt Lake 
City police say most crimes have 
decreased. Although felonies in 
New York City are increasing 
now, they are below the rates of 
the last several years. 

Indianapolis, Chattanooga and 
Minneapolis show declines after 
summer and autumn flareups. 
Stealing is the only crime still 
rising steadily in Richmond after 
fall flurries of purse snatching 
and criminal attack were spiked. 

No Increase in St. Louis.

Juvenile delinquency is another 
story. It has gone down in some 
places where general crime is up, 
and is increasing in other spots 
where most misdemeanors are 
either down or continuing at pre- 
vious rates. 

Growth of the problem is indi- 
cated in St. Paul and Milwaukee 
(car stealing), Baltimore, Miami 
Beach (runaways), Syracuse, Buf- 
falo, Nashville, Knoxville (80 per 


cent of all crimes attributed to | 


youths between 15 and 21): Den- 
ver; Texas, and North Carolina, 
where 90 per cent of the car 
thefts are by youngsters under 
21. Richmond had 318 juvenile 
cases, mostly for minor offenses. 
reported in October, compared 
with a 1945 monthly average of 
200. Much of Louisville's in- 
creased criminal activity involves 
the teen-ages. Philadelphia has 
had only a two per cent increase 
in arrests of boys from 10 to 17 
but there has been a 10 per cent 
jun:p in arrests of girls. 

Decreases are reported in Wash- 
ington, South Carolina, Kansas 
City, Indianapolis, Cleveland and 
Milwaukee. Detroit announces a 
30 per cent drop in crime by 
youths nder 17, but a correspond- 
ing increase »‘y those between 17 
and 19. 

No Change in St. Louis. 

Conditions have not altered re- 
cently in Atlanta, Charlotte, Co- 
lumbus, O., St. Louis and Los 
Angeles. 

Postwar maladjustments in va- 
rious guises are identified by po- 
lice as predominating reasons for 
the general crime increase. Offi- 
cials in many cities also agree 
with the New York City police 
commissioner, Arthur Wallender, 
that reductions in police man- 
power during the war have en- 
couraged the criminal element to 
get busy. 

General postwar unrest is “cited 
by Nashville Police Chief John 
Griffin who says “it just looks 
like these folks have gone crazy.” 
North Carolina's investigation di- 
rector, Thomas Creekmore, sums 
up with “war has left a hang- 
over—a mental and physical de- 
rangement.” 

Specific types of maladjustment 
that have been cited by officials 
include:

St. Paul Police Chief Charles 
Tierney finds many youths com- 
mit crimes in order to show vet- 
erans that they, too, can be dar- 
ing. 

In Detroit, juvenile activity has 
been traced to the fact that cele- 
brating veterans have given 
youngsters the idea that the “lid 
is off.” 

Laxity of Parents. 

Wallender blames parental lax- 
ity for New York’s restless ado- 
lescents, 

Then, too, the housing short- 
age is said to be contributing to 
teen-age mischief in Buffalo, and 
the following are some other cited 
crime factors: The prevalence of 
souvenir weapons in New Jersey 
and New York, lack of recrea- 
tional facilities in San Francisco. 
Milwaukee Police Chief John W. 
Polcyn holds crime movies large- 
ly responsible for juvenile delin- 
quency. 

A different opinion is expressed 
by Boston’s police superintend- 
ent, Edward W. Fallon, who says 
that any talk of the importance 
of youngsters and veterans in in- 
creasing crime is “a lot of non- 
sense,” and by Chattanooga Police 
Chief Homer D. Edmonson who 
says juvenile delinquency is ac- 
tually adult delinquency. 

In efforts to avert any outbreak 
or further increase of criminal 
activity, most police departments 
are relying on increased vigilance 
and the restoration of manpower 
to prewar levels. Some, like 
Memphis, are planning larger 
forces jn the near future. 


Police Manpower Restored. 

Special preventives are being 
tried too. Newark, N. J., has pre- 
pared a special reserve unit of 
sharpshooters to be galled into 
swift action upon any outbreak of 
gangsterism. Miami and Miami 
Beach watch the activities of well- 
known criminals in other cities so 
that the resorts will be ready if 
the miscreants join the influx of 
vacationists, 

Nashville policemen admitted 
they went beyond legal authority 
by seizing knives found on bar 
customers. Des Moines has lined 
up definite remedies that have not 
been divulged, for, says R. W. 
Nebergall, chief of the Iowa crim- 
inal investigation department, 
“What's the use of warning the 
hoodlums?” In Baltimore, all blue- 
coats are being required to take a 
refresher course set up with the 
assistance of the FBI. 

To avert any outbreaks of racial 
violence, Cincinnati police recently 
set up a race relations squad; St. 
Louis police have eased tension by 
a series of goodwill talks: Seattle 
met the problem of an influx of 
Negroes by setting up an inter-- 
race committee. 

A distinctive form of control for 
the misdemeanors of veterans is 
in use in Georgia, where the state 
veterans service has installed a 
system under which many county 
judges probate to the agency any 
veterans convicted of crime. In 
the last year only one of 138 vet- 
erans thus probated violated his 
|Parole.. The service now is trying 
to extend the same Plan to re- 
corder and police judge courts. 

Teen-Age Law Breaking. 

A wide variety of treatments 
are being used to curb teen-age 
wrong-doing. Police have estab- 
lished boys’ clubs and recreational 
programs in communities includ- 
ing Baltimore, Hartford, Colum- 
bus, St. Paul and Indianapolis. 
Teen-age canteens of various types 
are active in Albany, N. Y.. Pitts- 
burgh, Nashville, Knoxville, In- 
dianapolis, Birmingham, St. Louis 
and Seattle. 

Salt Lake City has had consid- 
erable success with a program 
\set up five years ago, in which 
/youth clubs supervise activities 
.and even mete out fines to youth- 
ful lawbreakers, 
| Programs to convert juvenile 
courts from strict tribunals into 
|advice clinics are in use in. Wash- 
‘ington, Chattanooga and North 
‘Carolina. Kansas City and Chat- 
| tanooga police set up youth bu- 
'reaus with similar objectives last 
spring and have reported good 
results. 

Newspapers have 
| siderable interest in combating 
|the juvenile problem. The San 
Francisco Examiner, New York 
|'Journal-American and Baltimore 
News-Post sponsored “Youth for 
Christ” rallies during the sum- 
mer. The ‘Pittsburgh Sun-Tele- 
graph financed a_ visit by the 
mayor and civic officials to Mo- 
line, Ill., to study a youth pro- 
gram which since has, been in- 
stalled through most of the Pitts- 
burgh area. 

Editorials in St. Louis news- 
papers are credited by officials 
with having helped ease racial 
tension. 

The Baltimore News-Post also 
‘has pressed for teen-age clubs and 
‘increased recreational facilities, 
while the Indianapolis Star de- 
‘votes a weekly column to en- 
‘couraging youth club activities. 
| How long the present tendency 
of increasing crime will continue 
is a matter of discussion, Some 
officials who rely on the cycle

host state. It has not met in Mis 
sourij yet, and the earliest time, in 
prospect for a meeting here is 
February. Army work planned in 
this state outside the Missouri 
river basin is under general flood 
control routine, 

Appropriations for large slices 
of the program in Missouri and 
elsewhere .were approved by the 
House of Representatives Nov. 30, 
in an action overriding the con- 
trary recommendation of its Ap- 
propriations Committee, One Mis- 
sowri project, however, was held 
up by the House. 

This is the $57,480,500 Osceola 
dam-and reservoir, proposed for 
the Osage river, near Osceola, 
above Lake of the Ozarks. The 
Army requested $1,000,000 to get 
it under way n° t year, but the 
con’ ssional delay may prevent 
a large-scale start there before 
the spring of 1947. This is one of 
the most controversial features of 
the Pic’ Slo plan in Missouri. 
Appropriations approved by the 
House include $2,000,000 for flood 
walls and levees at Kansas City, 
Mo., and Kansas City, Kan., $1,- 
000,000 to resume work ‘on the 
Clearwater dam and reservoir in 
the Black river, near Leeper,/and 
$3,000,000 to start the Bull Shoals 
dam and reseivoir, 4 Missouri- 
Arkansas project. 

The flood control and naviga- 
tion ‘appropriations were approved 
by the Senate yesterday, but the 
measure may be forced into con- 
ference committee unless’ the 
House accepts certain changes 
made by the Senate. The Army 
plans to renew the request for 
funds for Osceola in the annual 
appropriations bill next spring. 

MVA Commission Opposed. 

In its recent report to the Gov- 
ernor, the Missouri State MVA 
Commission, which opposed the 
Murray bill for MVA, also urged 
a halt on the Pick-Sloan Missouri 
reservoirs until this program could 
be reviewed. 

Two actions against the pro- 

gram have occurred in the Mis- 
souri Legislature. In mid-October 
the House Flood Control Com- 
mittee recommended adoption by 
the House of a resolution oppos- 
ing any work on the Osceola proj- 
ect until the State Resources and 
Development Department could 
study it and take part in planning 
it. This has not yet been acted 
on by the House. A month later 
the Senate adopted a resolution 
protesting the Waco dam, neal 
Joplin, on the charge that its 
chief purpose was to improve the 
flow of water for the Pensacola 
power dam downstream im Okla- 
homa. The Army denies this 
charge, saying Waco is purely a 
flood control project. The House 
approved the Senate resolution 
Nov. 29. The Army proposed to 
carry out the Waco project only 
if approved by Missouri, so that 
the legislative action may serve 
to block it, unless the Army finds 
a way around the situation. 
State Auditor Forrest Smith, 
who is in touch with rural Mis- 
souri not only officially but po- 
litically, is authority for the state- 
ment that at least 15 counties 
would be badly upset by the 
reservoir program. 

“Their local government,” he 
says, “will be so severely curtailed 
that they will have to have state 
aid or at least part of them will 
have to go into county consolida- 
tions.” 

This probiem would arise 
through the withdrawal from the 
tax rolls of much valuable prop- 
erty, leaving the counties and 
numerous small school districts 
with insufficient revenue for nor- 
mal operations. In many instances 
some of the most productive— 
and hence some of the most highly 
taxed—land in a county would 
be taken by the Government. 

Exact figures on the effect on 
the counties would require élab- 
orate caletwiations from records, 
but Smith gives as an example 
rough figures for Stone county, 
which would have Table Rock 
reservoir. There, he estimates, 


about $900,000 of the $2,000,000 in

Other counties Smith lists as 
threatened, together with the 
reservoirs .which would cut. wide 
swaths acro@s their territories, 
are: Bates (Osceola reservoir), 
Daviess (Pattonsburg), Grundy 
(Hickory), Henry (South Grand), 
Hickory (Pomme de Terre), Liv- 
ingston (Hickory or Chillicothe), 
Maries (Rich Fountain), Monroe 
(Joanna), Pulaski (Richland and 
Arlington), Ripley (Doniphan), St. 
Clair (Osceola), Shannon (Blair 
Creek), Taney (Bull Shoals), Ver- 
non (Osceola). 

Considerable land would be 
taken up by reservoirs also in 
Franklin, Jefferson and Jasper 
counties, but Smith points out that 
these are richer and probably 
could withstand the tax loss. 
There is a relatively minor offset 
to the loss of local taxes. The 
army practice will be to lease 
land within the reservoir areas, 
above minimum pool levels, for 
private use, preferably by the for- 
mer owners, The scale of rents 
will vary with the frequency of 
prospective inundation, as the full 
pool stages are expected to be 
attained only in seasons of heavy 
rain. Twenty-five per cent of gross 
rental income will be turned over 
to the state for distribution among 
the counties and their subdivi- 
sions. County and school officials, 
who share Auditor Smith’s fears, 
do not expect these payments in 
lfeu of taxes to approach the 
present level of taxation. The 
army asserts, on the other hand, 
that there should be some saving 
in maintenance of roads and 
schools within the reservoir sites. 

Flood Control. 

Basically, the plans are for flood 
control. Gen. Pick says his plan 
will stop damaging floods on the 
Missouri. The same achievement 
is intended for the Meramec 
across Franklin, Jefferson and St. 
Louis counties; the Grand, in 
northwestern Migsouri; the jong 
Osage and two tributaries, ‘the 
South Grand and the Pomme de 
Terre, west-central; the Gascon- 
ade, out of the Ozarks; the White, 
southwestern Ozarks; the _ St. 
Francis, Black, Current’ and 
Eleven Point, southeastern Ozarks 
and plains, and the Salt, northeast. 

Navigation would be aided also 
through operations of the Missouri 
basin reservoirs and, to some ex- 
tent, through the Meramec reser- 
voirs, which would boost the Mis- 
sissippi’s flow. It is proposed to 
provide greater flow at the Chain 
of Rocks shoals at St. Louis. Fur- 
thermore, Pick-Sloan calls for in- 
creasing the Missouri's navigation 
channel from six feet to nine 
all the way from the mouth to 
Sioux City, Ila.; Army officers 
say that actually about 75 per 
cent of this task has been ac- 
complished already.

SENATE APPROVES 


Passes Bill Providing 
$125,275,000 — Tru- 
man May Get Measure 


This Week. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 15—Flood 
control and navigation appropria- 
‘tions of $125,275,000 were approved 
iby the Senate today in passing a 
deficiency supply bill. The mea- 
‘sure, as the Senate has amended 
‘it, contains several notable 


‘changes from the way in which 
it was passed by the House 
Nov. 30. 

| If the House should accept these 
Changes, the bill could go to Pres- 
ident Truman next week for sig- 
nature, However, resistance by 
the House would result in refer- 
ence of the bill to a conference 
committee. The likely result then 
would be a compromise. 

| Outstanding among changes 
made by the Senate were these: 
‘Elimination of a limitation on 
height of the great proposed Gar- 
rison reservoir in North Dakota; 
addition of $3,000,000 for the Cone- 
maugh river reservoir in Penn- 
sylvania and $1,000,000 for the 
‘Hulah reservoir in Ok?fahoma; 
elimination of $1,500,000 for the 
‘Mansfield Hollow reservoir in 
‘Connecticut, and addition of a re- 
| quirement to protect land rights 
of three Indian tribes before the 
‘Garrison project can be under- 
taken. 

President Truman and the Army 
Corps of Engineers requested the 
‘flood control and navigation funds 
‘to put river work back on a peace- 
‘time basis. The House appropria- 
|tions committee knocked out the 
‘allowances altogether, on the 
‘ground they should not be in- 
‘cluded in the interdepartmental 
‘deficiency bill carrying large 
funds for the rest of tne current 
fiscal year, but should be brought 
‘up in the Army’s regular appro- 
priation requests for the fiscal 
year starting next July. 

The House overrode the recom- 
'mendation of its committee, with 
some relatively minor exceptions. 
Outstanding among items left out 
by the House and not restored by 
the Senate is a $1,000,000 request 
to start the Osceola dam and 
reservoir on the Osage river in 
Missouri. 

Funds are provided to start or 
‘continue work on a number of big 
‘Army projects in the bill as ap- 
proved by the Senate. These un- 
'dertakings, listed with estimated 
total costs, include: Garrison dam 
and reservoir, $130,000,000; Clark 
‘Hill reservoir, $35,000,000; Georgia 
‘and South Carolina, Wolf Creek 
reservoir, $52,000,000, Kentucky; 
Harlan county reservoir, $31,000,- 
000, Nebraska; Buggs Island 
reservoir, $30,900,000, Virginia and 
North Carolina; Fort Gibson res- 
ervoir, $21,435,000, Oklahoma; 
Conemaugh reservoir, $21,306,000, 
Pennsylvania; general work on 
the Mississippi between the mouth 
of the Missouri and Minneapolis, 
$3,439,500. 

Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, told the Senate he did 
not believe provisions of his 
amendment for protection of In- 
dian lands would delay construc- 
tion of Garrison dam. The Dill 
includes $2,000,000 for erection of 
a construction town at the dam 
site.

No punches are pulled, however, 
in the section devoted to the ne- 
cessity for a stable price level at 
hig employment, Recognizing 
that the see-sawing of total farm 
income is caused primarily by 
price changes, not by changes in 
thé volume of farm output, the 
survey reasons that price stability 
is possible only if the relationship 
of demand to supply is compara- 
tively constant. On fixing prices 
by/law at levels as high as when 
demand was at the peak the prob- 
lem of the “surplus” arises. The 
excess above what the market will 
take at such floor prices has in 
several cases, as in cotton, led 
the government to buy it up, eith- 
er directly or through loans, where- 
upon the problem becomes how to 
hold it or dump it. 

Price Policy, 


Skepticism is shown toward the 
parity formula based on a rela- 
tionship that existed 30 years ago 
in a positive statement: 


“Agricultural price policy should 
be such as to leave prices free to 
carry most of the load of guiding 
agricultural production, as well as 
to gain the largest possible vol- 
ume of consumption of farm prod- 
ucts. Unless prices are free to re- 
flect the volume of demand that 
can be obtained, farmers will in- 
evitably overproduce some prod- 
ucts and underproduce others.” 


The objective is a pricing system 
operating in such a way that price 
differentials will channel produc- 
tion away from items for which 
demand is diminishing and toward 
items for which it is increasing. 


The present system of price 
guarantees will continue for two 
years beginning with the Jan. 1 
following the date when the Presi- 
dent or Congress declares the war 
emergency at an end. In face of a 
falling demand this is likely to be 
a costly and wasteful business. It 
is evident that the economists of 
the C.E.D. favor transition pay- 
ments to permit farmers to change 
the nature of their crops, and in-

“All the tools In the kit are 
likely to be needed in evolving 
a workable agricultural price 
structure in the postwar years. 
The problem will be to select the 
best ones, or the best combina- 
tion, not only for agriculture’s 
welfare but for the general publie 
interest.” 

Formed to stimulate private en- 
terprise to plan realistically for 
business expansion and greater 
employment, C.E.D. finds that col- 
lective problems cannot be solved 
on an individual basis, and con- 
cludes its survey on this note: 

Government Assistance, 

“Agriculture can reach its high- 
est state of well-being only in an 
environment of high-level employ- 
ment, unrestricted and abundant 
production, and high purohasing 
power. These are important to 
everyone, but they are particularly 
necessary to farmers. No other 
factor can possibly mean as much 
to the welfare of the farmers as 
good consumer markets. More- 
over, high-level industrial produc- 
tion provides a large supply of 
goods to trade for the products of 
the farm, thus improving the 
terms of exchange for the farmer. 

“Government assistance will] ¢on- 
tinue to be needed in many ways. 
Crop insurance by which year-to- 
year production risks are leveled 
off, with the costs reflected in the 
value of the land insured, may be 
of aid to the plains states; storage 
of grain carried from above-aver- 
age to below average crop years 
may contribute to stability of live- 
stock production, if safeguards are 
set up against use of storage to 
hold up prices. A _ nation-wide 
soil conservation program means 
much in the long run to cities 
which will suffer most if the fer- 
tility of the soil continues to be 
depleted. Farmers will need the 
help of governnient if they are to 
make the production shifts re- 
quired by permanent demand 
changes. These and other govern- 
ment programs are needed after 
the war. It is a concern of all 
citizens that they are both con 
ceived and administered well.”

Before GM workers were called out on strike, the UAW-CIO refused 


an offer aimed to increase wartime take-home pay by at least 10%.

During the last year of the war, the aver- 
age General Motors hourly-rate worker earned 
$56.93 per week.

This is at least 33% more than he would have received in 
January 1941 if he had worked the same number of hours 
then. The union rejected the offer. The strike continues. 
The workers are getting nothing. 


&. What does the UAW-CIO want? 


Government figures say that the cost of living has gone up 
33% since January I, 1941. As already pointed out, General 
Motors has offered this much to its workers. But the union 
insists it wants 30% more than present rates, which are already 
substantially higher than 1941 rates. Its battle cry is “52 
for 40 or fight’”—52 hours’ pay for 40 hours’ work. 


It refuses to budge from that demand.

BRITAIN STRIVING 
TO'HOLD POSITION 
AS A WORLD POWER

can looms were automatic. Only 5 
per cent are automatic in Britain. 

Similar charges are made by the 
Labor party against other branches 
of the British economy. The real 
cost per ton-kilometre on railroads 
in Britain is said to double that 
in Sweden and five times that in 
the United States. 

The only chancé for Britain in 
the postwar world, the Laborites 
insist, is by nationalizing indus- 
tries which are the basis of the 
national economy. If run for serv- 
ice rather than mrofit, operated as 
a single unit, and aided by cheap 
and efficient transportation, the 
Laborites argue that these indus- 
tries will be able to modernize so 
that production costs will come 
down enough to meet competition. 

The Labor government seems to 
be more concerned with efficient 
operation of industry than with 
the principles of Socialism. Na- 
tionalization is not an aim in it- 
self, but as one means to regain 
for Britain a foremost position. 

The British industrialists are not 
such sticklers for figures. They 
argue that Britain could not have 
been so backward as the Labour- 
ites contend and achieve mag- 
nificient results admitted in the 
war effort. The industrialists ad- 
mit some segments of British in- 
dustry are backward and need 
correction, but that these hardly 
are characteristic of British in- 
dustry as a whole. 

In the war the government built 
new, ultra-modern plants which 
can be converted to peacetime 
production. There probably are 
between two and three times 
more machine tools in Britain to- 
day than before the war. 

The cost of production may be 
higher than in America, but the 
industrialists say Britain does not 
operate on go large a scale for so 
immense a market, consequently 
the unit cost must be _ higher. 
Britain specializes in diversity and 
quality and there are customers 
willing to pay for it, 

The industrialists contend that 
what is needed is not Socialism 
and more government control, but 
the opposite—freedom for private 
enterprise, removal of all controls 
and lower taxes on corporations. 

Both ‘abor and industry lose 
sight of the fact-that no matter 
how you stretch them their 45, 
000,000 people cannot measure up 
to the 140,000,000 people in the 
United States and the 180,000,000 
in the Soviet Union. Nor can the 
island balance the vast lands of 
the other two great powers. The 
island possesses only coal and ce- 
ment. The lands of the other two 
contain every natural resource. 
It is only in the closest possible 
association with her dominions 
that Britain may hope to main- 
tain a position of a first class 
world power.

He got the job when 
he was 34 years old, and was 
fired two years later by Gov-

Before the ink 
was cold on the first edition, 
Fulbright found himself out 
of the presidency.

Governor Ad- 
king already had the job 
promised to a supporter, and 
he would have fired Bill soon- 
er or later anyway. He was 
just looking for something to 
hang it onto, and that column 
gave him “an. opening. But it 
wasn’t the reasOn he was 
fired.”

Her most notable, but less 
publicized jo as a newspaper 
woman was her almost single- 
handed campaign against vice 
and corruption in Washington 
county, which resulted in a 
wholesale cleanup of the 
county's politics, 

Mrs. Fulbright’s column ap- 
pears On a more casual basis 
than it used to. She doesn't 
write it every day, and she 
seldom goes in for crusading, 
but when something comes up 
which she thinks needs con- 
demning, she doesn’t hesitate. 
For instance, not long ago she 
learned that a member of the 
faculty at the University was 
trying to create anti-Yankee 
feeling, and was even taking 
a poll to find out how many 
teachers were from the north 
and how many from the 
south.

Mrs. Fulbright, now 71 
years old, gray-haired and 
motherly looking, is inclined 
to give most of the credit to 
her husband, the late Jay 
Fulbright, whom she married 
when they both lived in Roth- 
ville, a small town in Chari- 
ton county, Missouri. She 
was born in Rothville and he 
was born on a farm a few 
miles from town. He was 
farm-reared but a natural- 
born business man who had, 
as Mrs. Fulbright expressed 
it, “a tremendous talent for 
getting along.” 


trenched local interests, he 
proceeded to build up a small 
town dynasty. Then, in 1923, 
he died. 

Mrs. Fulbright found her- 
self with a bank, an ice plant, 
a lumber yard, a half-interest 
in wspaper, a bottling 
company, a poultry company, 
a lot of real estate, and five 
children. She went to work, 
and her troubles began. Com- 
petitors in some lines of busi- 
ness tried to run her out. The 
directors of the bank, she 
soon learned, resented having 
@ woman on the board and 
went to no pains to conceal] it. 

One of the first things she 
did, a move which turned out, 
she thinks, to be the smartest 
thing she ever did was to 
trade her bank stock for 
stock in her other enterprises 
and get control of them. 

As she struggled, she 
learned, and her competitors 
finally were forced to realize 
that she not only could hold 
her own, but that she was 
more than a match for some 
of them. Her ability is at- 
tested by the fact that she 
not only has held the estate 
together, but has increased it 
considerably. In addition to 
her business activities, she 
started, 20 years ago, writing 
a daily column in her .news- 
paper, The Northwest Arkan- 
sas Times, It used to be 
called the Fayetteville Demo- 
crat, but the name was 
changed a few years ago as 
being more symbolic of the 
paper’s increased growth and 
influence in that section of 
the state. 

Her column is widely read 
and its influence is felt, not 
only in Northwest Arkansas, 
but throughout the - state. 
Perhaps her most famous col- 
umn was the one which was 
credited with having gotten 
her son, Senator Fulbright, 


servative editors, who want- 
ed to tone her down.

A son- 
in-law, Hal Douglas, has taken 
much of the load off her 
shoulders. And despite the 
demands on her time, she 
finds time to take part in 
civic enterprises. She helped 
promote the public library 
and a hospital and is now 
promoting a symphony or- 
chestra, 

“My interests,” she _ says, 
“consist of everything God 
ever let me see. The unpar- 
donable sin is being bored, No 
one has a right to be bored.

A Prison Friendship Started Charlie Ward Up the 
Ladder of Success--Today He Heads World's Largest 
Calendar Company and Is Beloved by His Employes 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 15. 


P of any big business in the 
* United States today is bald, 
barrel-chested Charles Allen Ward. 
President of Brown & Bigelow, 
worki’s biggest calendar company, 
Charlie Ward will goon turn his 
plant into a Christmas paradise, 
pass out a total of $1,300,000 in 
bonus checks to his approximately 
38500 employes, distribute Christ- 
mas turkeys by the carload, play 
Santa Claus to hundreds of St. 
Paul’s poor, and personally see 
that every one of the 148 ex-con- 
victs in his employ is in the right 
physical and mental health to 
tackle the year 1946. 

Fabulous, free-handed (Charlie 
Ward, who was himself once a 
guest of the federal authorities at 
Leavenworth for five years, talks 
of giving away better than a 
million dollars to his employes in 


this way: “The Boss Upstairs must. 


like it; he puts it right back in 
the till.” 


In the past four years Ward's 
calendar company has quadrupled 
its gross. This year’s sales reached 
$21,000,000. Next year’s business 
will probably top $25,000,000. 

“That’s just 12 times the busi- 
ness the firm was doing when I 
took over the presidency 12 years 
ago,” the 58-year-old former con- 
vict beams. 

Head, shoulders and hat above 
any calendar company in the 
country, Brown & Bigelow is now 
doing more business than any four 
of its competitors combined; has 
a corner on the nation’s top com- 
mercial artists like Rolf Arm- 
strong, Norman Rockwell, Max- 
field Parrish and Lawson Wood, 
and boasts the highest paid sales 
force in the calendar field, 

“T’ll bow to nobody when it 
comes to a sales force,” Ward 
boasts. “I’ve got 604 salesmen who 
average $7300 a year and that's a 
Salary that a lot of companies 
don’t even pay their executives.” 

Ward, himself, went to work at 
the age of 4 and except for a five- 
year enforced rest at lLeaven- 
worth, hasn't stopped since. 


“My parents were divorced when 
I was 3 years old,” he explains. 
“IT was practically raised on the 
street, but I always knew how to 
make. money. Other kids used to 
shine shoes for a nickel, but I 
charged a quarter.” 


Born in Seattle, Wash., Ward 
was self-supporting at the age of 
7, left home at 14 to become a 
sailor. By shipping as a cabin 
boy on the Alaska Steamship 
Lines in the summer, he worked 
his way through high school, then 
headed for Alaska to mine gold. 

“I spent five years in Alaska,” 
Ward says, “and believe me, it 
Was a rough life in those days.

But I could take it. After all, I 
knew all about that old law of 
the survival of the fittest.” 

After five years of batting 
around Alaskan mining camps, 
Ward wandered back to the Unit- 
ed States, finally wound up in 
Pancho Villa’s army. Ward held 
the rank of captain, was in the 
transportation end of Villa’s army 
in charge of rebuilding trucks and 
was paid $20 a day. 

“We collected our pay in gold 
every night,” he chuckles. “Cash 
on the barrelhead and no fooling.” 

With a sack full of $20 accumu- 
lated gold pieces and the reputa- 
tion of being one of the toughest 
guys south of the border, Ward 
eventually fell into bad company 
and wound up in Leavenworth 
prison facing a 10-year term for 
violating the narcotics law. 

“T should have been in the pen, 
all right,” Charlt® Ward says mat- 
ter-of-factly. “But not a 10-year 
sentence. I got out in five, but it 
was a bum rap.” 

In Leavenworth, Ward's cell- 
mate was Herbert Huse Bigelow, 
president of Brown & Bigelow, 
serving a term for income tax 
evasion, Bigelow took to Ward like 
an actor takes to applause and 
when Bigelow was released after 
eight months it was settled that 
Ward would go to work for Bige- 
low when he had finished his 
term. 
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UT of Leavenworth in 1923, 
Ward started at rock bottom 
in Brown & Bigelow as a 
laborer, His pay was $25 a week. 


“It was rough sledding,” Charlie 
smiles now at the memory, “But I 
was tough enough to take it. Be- 
sides I had to, People don’t make 
it too soft for an ex-convict. But 
I was determined to start at the 
bottom and work my way to the 
top.” 

Ward’s personality, determina- 
tion and almost superhuman ca- 
pacity for work soon netted re- 
sults. He moved up in the firm 
from one job to another and when 
Herbert Bigelow died in 1933, 
Ward inherited Bigelow’s $3,000,- 
000 estate and the presidency of 
the company. It had taken him 
just 10 years to reach the top. 


By the time Ward reached the 
presidency of Brown and Bigelow 
he had earned not only the respect 
but the love of every employe of 
the company. In the 12 years since 
he inherited the presidency that 
love and respect has grown to an

almost fanatical devotion, 

The first thing Charlie did as 
president was to reorganize the 
sales force, cutting it from about 
800 men to 400. He put them all 
on his incentive pay plan, warned 
them that:he wanted only go- 
getters in his company and told 
them to get going. 

The year Charlie 
Brown & Bigelow was doing a 
$2,300,000 yearly business. This 
year the firm, which also makes 
cigarette lighters, playing cards 
and leather novelties, totaled its 
sales at better than $21,000,000. 

“And that,” says Charlie, “is the 
figure exclusive of war work.”

“And what’s more,” says Charlie 
proudly, “I returned the money to 
the government before they even 
asked for it.” 

Biggest seller in Brown & Bige- 
low’s 1946 calendar line, Ward 
Says, is a Rolf Armstrong 
beauty attired in scant bra 
and shorts; next is a Norman 
Rockwell Boy Scout painting, and 
third, a calendar with a picture of 
the Dionne Quintuplets. For art 
work alone on the calendars, 
Brown & Bigelow now spends 
$225,000 a year. 

At Brown & Bigelow, ability 
writes its own ticket. Charlie 
Ward will hire none of his own 
relatives or relatives of his exec- 
utives. Promotion is on the basis 
of performance and Ward believes 
in giving every man the chance to 
prove how far he can go.

Mr. Kim and the Ginseng Plant

in the days of the China clippers 
it was a highly profitable export 
from rural America to the orient. 
Nowadays, much of the orient’s 
supply is grown in Korea in the 
neighborhood of Parallel 38 and 
is processed in a factory at Kaijo, 
just south of the border. 

The proximity to the Russians 
proved unfortunate in the days 
before the Americans reached the 
parallel, it is said. Mr. Kim, 
present manager of the plant, as- 
serts the Russians came to town 
with trucks and spent two days 
hauling away a supply of the root 
which hé valued at two million 
yen. 


It takes six years and singularly 
exacting care to bring a ginseng 
plant from seedling to maturity. 
Each plant must be roofed with 
thatch to protect it from sun, rain 
and wind, and after the first sea- 
son it must be transplanted. 

At maturity the plant is dug up, 
washed and taken to the factory. 
For his labor the farmer gets 30 
yen a pound and it takes about 
five plants to make a pound of 
raw white root. 

There are two varieties of pro- 
cessed ginseng, white and red, 
Red, highly prized by the Chinese, 
is exactly the same as white ex- 
cept that it is steamed before dry- 
ing and changes to a light ruby 
color. The Japanese, who con- 
trolled ginseng as a government 
monopoly, made it illegal to sell 
red ginseng in Korea because of 
its great value as an export to 
China, 

After steaming the ginseng is 
dried in the sun when the weather 
is good, or in huge hot-air ovens 
when it isn’t. Thereafter the whole 
of the flint-hard dried roots are 
trimmed and packaged. The trim- 
mings are ground up and made 
into either powder or pills. Leaves 
of the plant are boiled into a 
dark liquid which is said to have 
singular skin softening and beau- 
tifying properties when used in 
the bath. 

For internal use® bits of root, 
powder, pills or paste are made 
into tea. According to Manager 
Kim, a root which originally 
brought the grower five or six 
yen will sell for 300 yen in China, 
which looks like a good profit.

They can hear an 
acorn fall a quarter of a mile 
away an’ git there before it stops 
a’rollin’.” 
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They cling to the old and 
familiar things, these people of 
the Ozarks, much as _ their 
cabins cling to the sides of steep 
Ozark hills. You take this busi-' 
ness of gigging fish. I’ve been 
a fly fisherman for many years 
and now and then do some brag- 
ging about it which is not whol- 
ly unjustified. But I’m willing 
to wager that the same amount 
of time spent handling a heavy 
hand-wrought pronged spear on 
the end of a 12-foot shaft would 
still have left me a rank ama- 
teur compared with Ozark 
natives I've known.

boys who could kill more squirrels 
with a rock than some city hunt- 
ers can with a shotgun. Calling 
up a gobbler in the spring of the 
year or stalking the young tur- 
keys when they’re frying size is 
an old and honorable art now 
being lost because there are no 
turkeys. 

And for this, the Ozark native 
must hold himself responsible, 
since burning the timber for 50 
years has destroyed the food and 
shelter of this grand bird, while 
shooting in and out of season has 
nearly finished him off. The 
same was true of the deer until 
the National Forest and the “fire 
protection district,” plus closed 
seasons and law enforcement, 
started to rebuild the environment 
of the white-tail. 
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THERE ARE MILLIONS of 
acres of cut-over timber in the 
Ozarks today which can be bought 
for a dollar or two per acre--and 
thousands of acres which sell each 
year to satisfy the taxes. The 
Forest Service bought 1,600,000 
acres for prices that ranged from 
a dollar to two dollars per acre. 

And yet I know hard-headed 
businessmen who would invest 
money in this land, who could 
make it pay the taxes and furnish 
employment to thé Ozark people 
and still pay a continuing profit 
on the money invested. 

There are three reasons why 


this can’t be done as things stand 
today. One is because of the 
time-honored custom of “grand- 
ma-in’,” the term you use when 
you cut a few railroad ties or 
barrel stave bolts on the company 
land and haul them in to town 
to sell, 

“Where did you cut the ties?” 
the buyer will ask—and you reply, 
as a matter of course, “I cut ‘em 
out on grandma's place,” 
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THE SECOND REASON is be- 
cause of the age-old custom of 
burning off the timber twice & 
year “to make the grass grow -~ 
which it doesn’t. But it does guar 
antee that practically every young 
tree growing in the woods will be 
ruined as far as its commercial 
value is concerned. 

The third reason, a bit hard to. 
understand, is that there's hardly, 
an Ozark County where you can 
hope to get a conviction—or even 
an arrest—of the culprit who has 
stolen from or burned over your 
timber land. Burning and “grand- 
ma-in’” are just two of those time 
honored Ozark customs which it 
seems almost impossible to 


change,

Somehow or other, the Forest 
Service has better luck than the 
private landowner. Partly this 
is because the folks who live 
within the forest confines make — 
a good part of their living from 
the timber. They graze it and 
find it provides better grazing 
under good management condi- 
tions than does the privately 
owned forest. They are given 
the job of cutting the timber as 
it matures. They serve as fire 
watchers and fire fighters. — 


The Forest Service, being part 
of the Federal Government, seems 
able to apprehend the offenders, 
bring them to trial and convict 
them if they are guilty. To date 
the private owner of fairly large 
acreages of Ozark timber has been 
unable to get such protection un- 
der our state laws. 

Some day this may be changed 
—and when it is, it will be a great 
thing for Missouri to see several 
million acres of land operating 
under private ownership, contrib 
uting to the welfare of the state 
through employment and taxes 
and paying a reasonable returm 
to the owners,

Love ahd Lawsuits Have Been the Lot of Fiery 
"Miss Hungary of 1936"--Now All She's Asking to 
Divorce America's Hotel King Is $10,000,000 Alimony. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15. 

T the time of this writing 
A tree is no litigation in the 

courts involving the glamour- 
ous Sari Gabor Hilton. Her en- 
chanting features have not been 
reproduced in the tabloids for 
nearly a month. Not since the 
days before she became “Miss 
Hungary of 1936” have things been 
so quiet in the Gabor neighbor- 
hood, now that she has dismissed 
her suit for $1,450,000 damages 
against two doctors she charged 
with holding her, against her will, 
in an institution for mental 
patients. 

The only immediate prospect for 
a new lawsuit in the life of the 
red-haired beauty from Budapest 
is the divorce proceeding now be- 
ing contemplated by both Sari and 
her estrangled husband, Conrad 
Hilton, wealthy cosmopolite who 
owns so many hotels that he can 
often get a room for himself. His 
list of interests includes the Plaza 
and Roosevelt in New York, 
Stevens and Palmer House in Chi- 
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cago, the Town House at Bever- 
ly Hills and a score or more in 
California, Texas, Ohio and Lou- 
isiana. 


Kill-joys are predicting that this 
marital conflict will be settled out 
of court. But many who have fol- 
lowed the international.adventures 
of Sari, both as plaintiff and de- 
fendant, with avid interest are 
hopefully confident that they will 
not be deprived of at least one 
more public hearing. After all, 
the public has some rights. 


As a matter of fact, the only 
thing that is holding up the di- 
vorce now, as far as Mrs. Hilton 
is concerned, is a little matter of 
$10,000,000. She is willing to accept 
that sum in alimony in lieu of the 
1944 separation agreement where- 
by Hilton disgorged $35,000 in 
cash, supplementing this with 
$25,000 annually for 10 years at 
which time he will pay an ad- 
ditional lump sum of $50,000. Also 
Sari received a share in Hilton’s 
California property and six-months 
lodging, rent free, at the Plaza, 
which proves there is always a 
way to get a hotel room in New 
York if you are resourceful. 


Neither Hilton nor his Hun- 
garian helpmate have made =§pre- 
cisely clear why their marriage 
resulted unhappily. According to 
her own account, it was Sari’s 
third whirl on the marital wheel. 
She was a child-bride, conforming 
to native custom, at 14 in her 
native land. At 16 she became an 
actress, and three years later her 
sparkling, green-eyed beauty led 
to her selection as “Miss Hungary” 
in the European beauty pageant 
that has the American counter- 
part at Atlantic City board walk 
ceremonies. Then she was known 
not as Sari, but as Zsazsa Gabor. 


On a tour of Switzerland, 
Zsazsa encounter@a Burham Belge, 
described variously as a former 
Turkish cabinet member and as 
an official of the Turkish Propa- 
ganda Ministry.

Will she marry 
John Sutton? Will she write an- 
other book, sequel to “Every Man 
for Herself” on the basis of her 
American operations?

musical city of the Southwest, if 
not the whole South. As it hap-

pens, Dallas has had a symphony | 


organization of sorts for many 
years. There were concerts given 
in Dallas as long ago as 1901, but 
the career of the orchestra has 
been suspended many times. 


These sabbatical breaks, as they 
were called by John Rosenfield 
of the Dallas News, not only made 
impossible any continuity of ten- 
ure on the part of a conductor, 
but kept the orchestra itself in 
a chronic condition of inferiority. 
Musical inferiority is not consid- 
ered a stigma in many American 
cities, but something evidently 
happened in Dallas, which caused 
the leading business men to be- 
come suddenly self-conscious 
about their orchestra. So when 
they started to work late this 
summer to put the orchestra on 
its feet again, they decided to 
make provisions not only for the 
season immediately ahead, but to 
create a reserve fund that would 
prevent any future “sabbatical 
breaks.”

MORE THAN THAT they de- 
termined that the new organiza- 
tion would have from the start a 
serious professional standard, with 
@ challenging program, Other 
events in Dallas have indicated 
that this thriving city has become 
decidely culture conscious. Dallas, 
for instance, has also made plans 
for becoming a threatyical center, 
with a civic theater that would be 
independent of Broadway to the 
extent of putting on its own orig- 
fnal productions. But this is an- 
other story. 


The first step toward creating a 
new and a first-rate orchestra was 
maturally concerned with raising 
enough money. The organizers 
realized that the city did not have 
enough millionaires who would be 
willing to sustain the orchestra by 
individual contributions. They also 
knew from the examples of other 
cities that such a source of sup- 
port was not a reliable-one, They 
accordingly confined their solici- 
tations largely to business institu- 
tions. The various potential sub- 
scribers to the maintenance fund 
were divided into trade groups and 
their support was sought on the 
basis of their relative financial 
eapacities. 
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A TOTAL FUND of $250,000 was 
raised in this manner. The depart- 
ment stores for instance, gave $26,- 
000, the banks $25,000, the news- 
papers $11,000 and the public utili- 
ties $24,000. The first $150,000@vas 
immediately set aside as a backlog 
to be used only in emergencies. 
This, in effect, was an endowment 
fund. The next $100,000, which was 
earmarked for use during the 
geason 1945-1946, was raised in 
blocks of $100 from one thousand 
persons or organizations. The hun- 
dred dollar subscribers will be ex- 
pected to renew their gifts every 
year. 

In addition to this money, the 
eity of Dallas appropriated $10,000 
for the specific purpose of under- 
writing a cycle of the Beethoven 
symphenies which will be per- 
formed at four special concerts. 
With the money thus assured, the 
Symphony Society, under the di- 
‘gection of its president, D. Gordon 
Rupe Jr., began to build its ar- 
tistic organization. 
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ANTAL DORATI, musical direc- 
tor of the Ballet Theater, was en- 
gaged as conductor, and an orches- 
tra of 83 players was placed under 
contract. Only 30 of this number 
were Dallas musicians. The oth- 
ers were engaged in New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia and Los An- 
geles. 

The first of 12 subscription con- 
certs was given on Dec. 9 in the 
Fair Park Auditorium. Besides 
the regular concerts and the al- 
ready mentioned Beethoven series, 
three other non-subscription con- 
certs will be given. Yehudi Menu- 
hin, who will be soloist for one of 
these, will play three concertos on 
one program, the Bach E-Major, 
the Beethoven and the little heard 
violin concerto of Bela Bartok. 
According to John Rosenfield, a 
recording will probably be made 
of the Bartok concerto with Menu- 
hin as soloist. 
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ANOTHER SPECIAL event of 
the season will be the appearance 
of Igor Stravinsky as guest con- 
ductor. A number of modern 
works are also in the season’s 
prospectus. They include William 
Schuman’s “Prayer in Time of 
War,” William Walton’s violin 
concerto, Stravinsky’s “Scenes de 
Ballet,” Hindemith’s “Metamor- 
phosis on Themes by Weber” and 
George Antheil’s “Decatur in Al- 
giers.”

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RICKETIS’ REPORT 
FAVORS REGIONAL 


CONTROL OF BASIN 


Head of Missouri State 
MVA Commission 
Drafts Individual 
Views For Governor. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 15— 
The idea of a regional authority 
for control of the water resources 
of the Missouri river basin is 
supported by State Senator Claude 
B. Ricketts of St. Louis in an 
independent report prepared for 
submission to the Governor as 
part of the findings of the Mis- 

‘gouri State MVA Commission. 

Ricketts, chairman of that com- 
mission, avoids dealing directly 
| with the question of whether a 
Missouri Valley Authority, pat- 
terned after the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, is desirable from the 
standpoint of Missouri. Although 
he has been a supporter of the 
MVA idea, his report is in gen- 
eralized terms, similar to the brief 
unanimous report of the commis- 
sion filed Nov. 28.- In the interval! 
since the unanimous report was 
made, a four-man majority of the 
commission has prepared for sub- 
mission to the Governor another 
statement, denouncing MVA and 
upholding the existing Pick-Sloan 
plan for the sin, 

“We of the commission,” says 
the report by Ricketts, who is 
head of the Railway Exchange 
Building, St. Louis, “have all 
agreed that the work of irriga- 
tion, navigation, flood control and 
dam-made electricity could be 
properly assigned to and executed 
by a regional authority, and we 
also have agreed unanimously that 
for the Government to do this 
work would not constitute an in- 
vasion into the fields of -endeavor 
herétofore reserved under our 
form of government for develop- 
ment of resources by individuals, 
private industry or by state or 
local government. 

“Therefore, by whatever name it 
is called, the development of the 
water resources of the Missouri 
basin is a necessity and the de- 
velopment and execution could be 
properly assigned to a regional 
authority for that purpose.” 

Ricketts reiterates agreement 
with the statement in the unani- 
mous report that the Murray bill 
pending in Congress, for creation 
of MVA, is “objectionable.” The 
only provision of the Murray bill 
that he cites in this connection is 
the proposal for management of 
MVA by a three-member board, 
the same as TVA’'s. 

“It is my belief that one director 
for an. authority would be better 
than three,” Ricketts says. “He 
alone would be responsible to the 
President and the Congress and 
his success or failure would be for 
the benefit or detriment of the 
administration under which he 
held office.” 

This is a new idea in the dis- 
cussions, as it had not been 
brought up publicly in the com- 
mission’s consideration of the 
question. At least one member of 
the commission, State Representa- 
tive Marvin M. Wright of Salis- 
bury, reflecting a view held by 
many residents of the basin, had 
suggested that the Murray bill 
might be improved by providing 
for a 10-member board, consisting 
of an able citizen from each state 
of the basin, which would nomi- 
nate for presidential appointment 
an eleventh man for chairman and 
executive officer. Leading MVA 
proponents were willing to accept 
Wright’s suggestion. 

Ricketts, in his report. praises 
TVA and denies that TVA is so- 
cialistic in character, competing 
with private industry. Actually, he 
says, TVA has stimulated private 
industry in its area. 

He agrees with the commission’s

ects of the Army engineers for 
Missouri should be held up for 
review as to their justification. He 
says, “It seems that the rise and 
fall of the water in the reservoirs 
recommended would make mud 
flats out of numberless acres of 
land—an unhealthy situation at 
best—with the resultant loss of 
tax revenue to many counties that 
would contribute to their bank- 
ruptcy.” He adds, erroneously, 
that the Army did not plan power 
generation or navigation aid in 
any of these projects. 


With reference to criticism of 
TVA because it has* built long 
transmission lines to carry power 
from dams to distributors, Rick- 
etts points out that the Govern- 
ment built the long transmission 
line from Fort Peck Dam to 
Great Falls, Mont., where the 
power is turned over to the Mon- 
tana Power Co. 


“The utilization of the water re- 
sources of the valley is imper- 
ative,” says Ricketts. “The im- 
pounding of water for irrigation 
in the river’s upper reaches, the 
control of floods towards its 
mouth, is equally valuable, and 
when they build dams for these 
purposes the providing for naviga- 
tion is simple and should be done. 
And last but not least, when these 
dams are being constructed, a 
few dollars more expended on 
machinery to generate electricity 
selling at a low price would in 
time liquidate all of the expendi- 
tures.” 


Ricketts mentions a feature of 
the Pick-Sloan plan advocated by 
the Reclamation Bureau, for di- 
version of Missouri river water 
through the Souris river from 
Fort Peck Dam and partly into 
Canada. He adds: 


“If we have dams on the Mis- 
souri river in Missouri to develop 
electricity, this diversion of water 
would subtract water that could 
be used for power in Missouri, 
that could be sold, I am informed, 
at present-day TVA prices, for 
$7,938,000 (a year). We all agreed 
(in the commission) that the util- 
ization and development of the 
water resources is a necessity and 
that it is sound public policy to 
utilize this water to generate elec- 
tricity and sell it at the cost of 
production so that coal and oil, 
the natural resources of our lo- 
cality, can be conserved. This gale 
of electricity at the cost of pro- 
duction is not contemplated by 
the Pick-Sloan plan, as they ex-

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Dike Builders’ Race to Repair Bombed 
Sea Walls, Save Flooded Walcheren

UTCH dike builders have been making a 


bitter fight against time to save Wal-— 


cheren Island, one of Holland's richest 
farm regions, from the North Sea. By hand 
and machine labor, in face of disheartening 
setbacks, they have been packing clay, rock, 
sand and willow mats into bomb-caused 
breaks in walls that for 900 years held the sea 
at bay. 

Work has been going on at a furious pace 
because of need to close the gaps before the 
winter storms. Walcheren has had one win- 
ter under water, with salt corroding the soil, 
water washing off silt and undermining foun- 
dations of homes. Another winter submerged 
would end all hope of its agricultural salva- 
tion, would leave 50,000 once-prosperous 
farmers without homes or livelihood. 


Walcheren’s dikes were breached in Octo- 
ber, 1944. Royal Air Force bombers opened 
gaps on four sides of the island, in Schelde 
estuary, to let water pour over German gun 
positions that covered approach to Allied-held 
Antwerp. 

Work of reclaiming the island began last 
July, after Holland's liberation. More than 
2000 workers were brought from all parts of 
country; hundreds of Walcheren farmers vol- 
unteered their help. America, England, Swit- 
zerland, Belgium helped with materials—bull- 
dozers, trucks, barges, cables, dredges, other 
things Holland lacked. As the storm season 
neared, struggle to save Walcheren appeared 
about to succeed, despite reverses. Scientists, 
however, say it will take five years to leach 
salt from soil enough to grow crops.

Trials face many 
accused as collaborators with Axis nations. They come from Allied, 
liberated, or former satellite countries. Some already have been tried, 

occasionally in absentia, and sentenced to death or imprisonment. Roundup, 
in progress since war's end in Europe and in Japan, still continues. 

American citizens are among those charged with collaboration. One of 
best known is Ezra Pound, 65-year-old Idaho-born poet who has been indicted 
for treason. He is charged with making anti-Allied broadcasts from Italy, 
where he was living when war started. Mark Lewis Streeter, American 
civilian captured by Japs on Wake Island, is accused of broadcasting for them.

The Moon and the Orion Nebula Are 
Examined Intimately by Telescope 


Pock-marked face of moon, as seen through 36-inch 

refracting telescope ai Lick Observatory, Mount Ham- 

ilton, California.

Especial- 

ly striking in picture is distinctness of “faults’’ in 

moon's surface—the unexplained streaks radiating 
from craters in plains. 


ICK OBSERVATORY, at Mount Hamilton, Cali- 
fornia, has resumed its peacetime activity as 
one of the nation’s leading institutions in as- 
tronomical photography, after four years of inter- 
ruption by the war. Its instruments are especially 
adapted to such work. They include a refractor- 
type telescope with a 36-inch lens, and a Crossley 
reflector type, with a 36-inch mirror. 

Refractor telescope is second largest in world. 
It magnifies celestial objects by use of lenses which 
refract, or bend, the light from object, pass it di- 
rectly to eyepiece. It is, very roughly, compa- 
rable to a microscope. Reflecting telescope operates 
by reflecting an image in convex or concave mir- 
rors which magnify and focus it in eyepiece. 

The observatory also recently put into opera- 
tion the astrograph, wide-angle telescope camera 
for minute measurements of stellar movements. 
Wide angle is obtained by using two parallel tubes, 
each with a 20-inch lens, which correct photo- 
graphic aberrations to give a clear picture, permit 
high-speed photography. Astrograph was installed
